The Dead Stream Swamp - the wildest block of public 
land in the lower Peninsula - may be opened for bear hunting 
next fall. 

The Dead Stream Swamp, which borders on the south- 
west corner of Crawford County, has been closed to bear hun- 
ting since 1964. According to an article in the North Woods 

. Call, Carl Johnson, a Natural Resources Commission mem- 
ber, bas announced he no longer will oppose efforts to reopen 
‘ear hunting in the swamp. Johnson has blocked similar ef- 
torts in recent years, saying bears should have one truely 
wild refuge left in the lower peninsula for them. 

Johnson has changed his position, however, because of 
an increasing bear population in the swamp area which has 
caused considerable damage to nearby farmers and bee- 
keepers. 

The article says DNR officials are expected to ask for 
bear hunting in the swamp by 1982 or 1983.

The first snowstorm on 
New Years Eve helped cause 
a 10-car pileup on I-75. A 50- 
year-old Pontiac man hit his 
brakes attempting to slow 
down to take the Grayling 
exit on the northbound lane 
and Crawford County Sheriff 


‘Deputies say it caused a 


chain reaction, A car driven 
by an 18-year-old Berkley 
man hit the rear of the first 
car and eight other vehicles 
went into the ditch to avoid a 


collision. Both _ sheriff 
deputies and Grayling City 
Police assisted at the scene. 
No serious injuries were 
reported in the pileup which 
occurred about 5 p.m. 


Three men involved in a 
three-car accident on south- 
hound I-75 also escaped 
without injuries on New 
Years Eve. One vehicle 
slowed down for a car in 
front and was struck in the 
rear by another vehicle. The 
third car slid into the ditch 
avoiding a collision. 

The deep snow kept area 
police officers busy. The 
sheriff's dept. reported 15 
property damage accidents 
and eight motorist assists 


(mainly cars in ditches). 
Snowmobilers also kept 
deputies busy with seven dis- 
turbance calls and three 
personal injury accidents. 
Nine ambulance runs were 
made during the last week. 

On Monday morning, Un- 
dersheriff Lt. Robert Ruddy 
said deputies were using the

ABRAHAM’S 
JUSTIFICATION 


APART FROM LAW 
Romanus 4:9-15 

In Romans 4:1-8 we saw 
that Justification of Abra- 
ham and David was apart 
from their good works, From 
Romans 4:9-17 we shall see 
that Abraham’s Justification 
was apart from the Law of 
God in the Old Testament. 
The question is stated in 
Romans 4:9: “Cometh this 
blessedness then upon the 
circumcision only, or upon 
the uncircumcision also? for 
we Say that faith was 
reckoned to Abraham for 
righteousness.” 

Circumcision was a 
religious ritual which gave 
outward evidence that one 
had entered a covenant 
relationship with God. It 
could be compared to our or- 
dinance of Baptism today. 


Natice the answer to verse 9. 


in verse 10: ‘How was it 
reckoned? when he was in 
circumcision, or in uncir- 
cumcision? Net in circumci- 
sion, but in uncircumcision.” 
Abraham was Justified 
before he was circumcised. 
To apply this today, one 
must be Justified before he 
is baptized, for baptism can- 
not Justify. 

If religious ritual cannot 
Justify, why was circumci- 
sion then required? ‘‘And he 
received the sign of circum- 
cision, a seal of the 
righteousness of the faith 
which he had yet being un- 
circumcised: that he might 
be the father of all them that 
believe, though they be not 
circumcised; that righteous- 
ness might be imputed unte 
them also.’’ Romans 4:11. 
God imputed righteousness 
to Abraham before he was 
circumcised so he could be

the example of or father of 
faith alone unto 
Justification. Abraham was 
neither circumcised or bap- 
tized before he was Justified. 
Those who have faith in 
God’s Word as Abraham can 
be assured of Justification 
apart from circumcision or 
baptism, even today. ‘‘And 
the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the cir- 
cumcision only, but who aiso 
walk in the steps of that faith 
of our father Abraham, 
which he had being yet un- 
circumcised.” Romans 4:12. 

The key to Abraham’s 
Justification was not his 
obedience to God’s law, but 
his belief of God’s promise. 
“For the promise, that he 
should be the heir of the 
worid, was not to Abraharn, 
or to his seed, through the 
law, but through the right- 
eousness of faith.” Romans 
4:13. 

There is only one plan of 
God for Justification, and 
that is by His Grace through 
Faith or belief in His Word. 
If someone could obey God’s 
laws enough to be saved, 
then salavation by Grace 
through Faith would be 
denied. ‘‘For if they which 
are of the law be heirs, faith 
is made void, and the 
promise made of none ef- 
fect: Because the law 
worketh wrath: for where no 
jaw is, there is no trans- 
gression.” Romans 4:14, 15. 
God’s laws can only show 
man his transgressions or 
sins. Only God’s Grace and 
Mercy can forgive sins and 
bring salvation. (adv. )

Michigan cheeses can be 
easily prepared for such an 
occasion. 

More than 20 million poun- 
ds of cheese was produced in 
our state last year, accor- 
ding to the Michigan Dept. of 
Agriculture, including ched- 
dar, Colby, Monterey, 
Italian, Muenster, _ brick, 
cream and farmer cheeses, 

Michigan has 15 cheese 
factories, with major cheese 
production in Arenac, Bay, 
Clare, Menominee and 
Wayne counties. Our state 
also produced nearly 50 
million pounds of cottage 
cheese. 

There are more than 400 

’ varieties of natural cheeses, 
each distinctive in flavor, 
body and texture. Method of 
coagulating milk, kind of 
milk used, type of culture 


and ripening conditions 
determine the kind of 
cheese. 


Natural cheeses are cured 
from 30 days to a year and 
labelled mild, medium aged 
or sharp. 


Cheddar, Colby,. Mon- 
terey and Muenster are ex- 
cellent mild cheeses for ap- 
petizers, salads and sand- 
wiches. Italian cheeses such 
as Parmesan, 
and Romano are mild to 
sharp in flavor, ideal for 
spaghetti, pizza or lasagna. 
Mozzarella cheese has an 


elastic texture which 
becomes stringy when 
heated. 


Cheese contains many of 
milk’s nutrients, including 
protein, calcium and 
vitamin A. Ten pounds of 


milk are required to makeg | 


one pound of cheddar. Three 
ounces of cheedar has about 
the same protein as three 
large eggs or three ounces of 
cooked beef. Five ounces of 
cheddar has the same

the Milliken declaration. 

Conservative Senator Jack Wel- 
born (R-Kalamazoo) has announced 
he is a candidate for the nomination 
and expressed disappointment that 
Milliken would not run as he said he 
wanted to run against Milliken 
directly. 

Democratic candidates for their 
party’s nomination are many and 

hey all expressed optimism for 
heir chances after Milliken announ- 
ced he would not run.

much to help voters decide who he 
would like to succeed him. He said 
he would vote for his lieutenant 
governor if he were a candidate, but 
did not indicate if he would be much 
more active than that in the 
primary. 

“There is no such thing as an heir 
apparent. Every candidate must 
compete on his own merit,’’ he said. 

Milliken said he intends to serve 
out the remainder of his term - 
through December 31, 1982 - 
making a total of 14 years in his 
record-setting tenure as Michigan’s 
chief executive. 

He added he would begin a new 
career after that, but said what that 
will be is unclear. “I have not yet 
explored the options,’ he said. 

The governor said he decided to 
leave office, in part, so he could work 
full time on the state’s problems. 

“Next year may well be the most 
critical in Michigan’s history. Mich- 
igan’s problems in those extraor- 
dinary times are too serious to have 
a governor unable to devote full 
energies to them...a governor 
suspected of putting political self- 
interest ahead of public interest...a 
governor preoccupied with months 
of campaigning.” 

“Tt will need an unprecedented 
degree of bipartisan cooperation and 
achievement between Republicans 
and Democrats - between the Legis- 
jJature and the governor. | want all of 
my efforts in this critical period to 
be judged on their merits - not sus- 
pected motives,’ he said in his an- 
nouncement.

‘Valley of the Glacier” 
The Mendenhall Valley is 
the suburbs of Juneau, com- 
plete with a shopping mall, s 


plete with a shopping mall, a 
small university, and a 
magnificent glacier, also 
called Mendenhall. Three 
miles wide and over thirty 
miles long, Mendenhall 
Glacier appears surreal as it 
highlights the landscape of 
the valley. It’s a prime at- 
traction of teurists to fhe 
area and my _ favorite 
pilgrimage on days off. The 
city bus goes within a mile of 
the glacier, and from there 
it’s a short walk to the park 
system’s observation station 
and several hiking trails 
nearby. 

One afternoon with two 
friends, I canoed the glacier 
lake to reach a rock island 
that snuggles up to Menden- 
hall Glacier. What appeared 
at first to be a short distance 
of a half mile when we star- 
ted turned into over an hour 
of canoeing, however, as the 
vastness of the glacier and 
surrounding mountains had 
altered our earlier percep- 
tions. Upon reaching the 
island, I looked back to 
shore, noting that our truck 
now stood as a faint dot in 
the distant horizon. 

During my entire trip, I 
had hoped to view a glacial 
break-off up close. The thun- 
derous rush of ice crashing 
into the water below is awe- 
some, and sunlight goes deep 
into the freshly formed gap 
to reveal a rich blue color 
from ice void of all air bub- 
bles. It is a unique event for 
one fortunate enough to 
capture it. 

Once on the rock island, I 
began hiking, quickly reach- 
ing a spot near the glacier’s 
edge where a steady stream 
of water was flowing from 
the interior. Nearing a small 
lake formed by the glacial 
melt, I looked up the ridges 
of rock for a path upward 
and a better view. Suddenly, 
several boulders broke loose 
above me, bounding down 
the steep incline with a 
deafening roar. 
Automatically, my senses 
magnified, but there was no 
place to go and little time to 
even move. Instead, for the 
next few moments, I was a 
spellbound witness of 
Nature’s wondrous power 
display. With each bounce 
rock met rock and boulders 
exploded into pieces, all 
rushing downward until 
silenced by the small lake 
below in one final dramatic 
splash. I decided against fur- 
ther climbing, because my 
urge to view a glacial break- 
off was somehow satisfied 
for the moment. 

The University of Alaska 
at Auke Bay lies in the north- 
western section of Men- 
denhall Valley. Built on a 
hillside overlooking a pine- 
bordered lake and Menden- 
hall Glacier in the 
background, U. of A. is he 


background, U. of A. is the 
most picturesque campus 
I’ve ever seen. Classes 
reflect the practical needs of 
the region; a brief glimpse 
at a schedule booklet reveals 
course offerings in crabpot 
making, fish net repair, and 
navigation, besides the basic 
curriculum. While visiting 
the campus, [ met Jon 
Muigar, the first African 
student to attend the Auke 
Bay branch, and we spent 
several hours talking world 
politics. Jon noted that the 
world is getting smaller and 
that I would feel as much at 
home in his native Nairobi as 
in New York City. No douht, 
but who says Id feel at home 


in New York City? 
“Sourdough” is an oft 


heard term in Alaska, mean- 
ing more than sourdough 
baked goods. It’s local slang 
translation is ‘‘sour’ on 
Alaska, but no ‘“‘dough’’ to 
leave, a fate overlooked by 
visitors who pass through 
Alaska enjoying the wealth 
of natural beauty there. 
Nevertheless, such a fate 
befalls many near the bot- 
tom of the economic scale, 
often poor natives or disillu- 
sioned dreamers. Suffering 
in the absence of a vital mid- 
dle class, true sourdoughs 
find the geographical 
isolation and heavy rainfall 
(189""/yr, in Juncau) ad- 
ditional barriers to hap- 
piness in the last frontier. 

I spent my last few days in 


the Juneau area hiking in the © 


valley and saying so longs to 


friends. It was the weekend 
of my birthday, and I cele- 
brated with a salmon dinner 
at the Filipino Cafe, topped 
with a slice of blueberry pie 
and coffee. Then Jon and I 
brainstormed some ideas for 
a Name-the-Ski-Slope con- 
test on Douglas Island, and 
other friends joined us in 
finishing off a bottle of wine 
left to me by a previous desk 
clerk. My last errand before 
leaving Juneau was to run 
over to the Brown Bear Cafe 
and present a_ waitress 
friend with my Fleetwood 
Diner t-shirt from Ann Ar- 
bor, a momento from a 
Michigan “ehachukah”’ 
grateful for the coconut juice 
treats she brought when I 


worked the desk at the Alas- .’ 


kan. Moments later, I was 
off to Mendenhall Glacier for 
one last night of camping 
before catching the Alaskan 
ferry south.

(from front to back leg). 

Since the red squirrel is 
active all year, it stores 
large quantities of food for 
use during the winter. It is 
not unusual for them to 
stockpile a bushel of pine 
cones in the fall and bury as 
many cones where they can 
be located under the snow. 
Not only do they eat the 
seeds from the pines but 
mushrooms, bark, snails, 
various insects, eggs, 
leaves, beech nuts, acorns, 
sap and berries, to mention a 
few menu items, 

I suspect the forest would 
be much quieter and a whole 
lot duller without them, but 
it is their nervous activity 
and scolding which livens up 
things.
